Birike Breakers Flee In Panie

A special train of an engine and one
ovoach which had been engaged to car-
ry forty non-unlon men going from
Lima, O, Loralne, ©O., where the
yards of the American Shipbullding
company are tied up by the shipbulld-
ery’ strike, reached Cleveland late
Wednesduy nlght on the Nicke! Plate
road,

Every window in the car had been
broken and s =ldes wore splintered
and battered. Of the forty men who
were nboard when it left Lima only
fifteen were left. Huardly one was not
bruised and bleeding Oneman was
80 badly hurt that he had to be seul
to a hospital,

The car was wtoned by a mob just
as it was pulling into the company's
yards at Loraine Wednesday night.
From behind fences and freight cars
men poured oup and bombarded the
cur. Hefore the sngineer could open
the throttle and steam oul of range
half the men in the ¢ar had been
struck. All on  board were panic-
stricken and twenty-flve men Jjumped
from the traln and flad,

HARRIMAN TO DROP IT.
Rallroad King Not to Contnue Contro-
versy with Roosevelt,

E. H. Harriman Thursday made the
following statement relative to the re-
cent exchange of currespondence be-

tween himsellfl und President Rouse-
velt:

“I do not intend ta  continue [ this
controversy. You gentlemen (mean-

ing the reporters) must try to help me
and not ask me o answer questions
the answers to which are self-evident.

“Everybody knows the contest for
the senatorship In 1804 was between
Black and Depew aad there coulil not
possibly have been any other candi-
date. There was no barganin whereby
money was to be ralsed in considern-
tion of having Depew appolnted as
ambassador to France or made sena-
tor, and my letter to Webster does not
s0 state.

HOLDS SOLDIERS GUILTLESS.

Ma). Penrose Heard in the Brownse
ville Ingulry.

Testimony of unusumnl Interest was
given Wednesday In the Brownsville
investigation before the ®enate com-
mittee on military affalirs, the ohief
witneges being Maj. Charles W. Pen-
rose, who commanded the former sol-
dlers who are charged with having
“shot up” the Texas city, and Lieut,
H. G. Leckle, who was sgent to
Brownsville by Gen. McCaskey, com-
mander of the department of Texas,
to Investigute facts connected with
the shooting.

Lieut. Leckle traced the course tak-
en by bullets that penetrated houses
In Brownsville and came to the con-
clusion that the bullets could not have
been fred by soldiers in the barracks.
Ma). Penrovse has been ucquitted by
eourtmartial on charges of neglect of
duty, while the same courtmartial
found that the men of the Twenty-
fifth Infantry were gullty. Notwith-
standing this, Maj Penrose asserted
hia confidence now In the innocence of
the men, although at first he thought
them guilly.

Maj. Penrvse said he was awake
when the firing began on the night of
Aug. 15, He heard two plsiol shots
from the road. he thought In the vi-
einity of the guard house, He testified
to sending Capt. Lyon with Company
D to patrol the town, of hix return,
accompanied by Mayor Combe #and
Hi® brother, Joe Combe, and of their
statement that soldiers had done the
shooting. ‘The witness sxld that May-
or Combe told him that none of the
men of the Twenty-fifth should be
permitted to enter the town, a= he
could not be responsible for the ac-
tions of the cltizens toward them.
This appllied to officers as well as en-
listed men, as Mayor Combe sald that
the sight of a uniform might Inflame
the people. Maj. Penrose suld he re-
plied that he would allow none of his
men lo enter the town, and nelther
would he allow a citigen to enter the
garrison,

“The work,” he added, “is under-
taken at the sollcitation of the packers
themselves, who have long wanted to
kunow whether or not saltpetre, when
consumed In small guantities, is injur-

A squad
of twenty men will be housed at a
club room, under the most favorable
conditlons possible.

Beats Dunne in Chicago by Pluralty
of 18,121,

Chicago's postmaster, Frederiek A.
Busse, the Republican candidate, wns
elected mayor of the oity Tuesday,
having a plurality of 13,121 votes over
Mayor Edward F. Dunne. The total
number of votes cast for Mr. Busse
was 164,830, and for Mr. Dunne 151,
718, The prohibition candidate polled
5,876 votes ind the soclalists 13,469,
Two years ago when Mayor Dunne
was elected o office he polled 163,109
votes, and John M. Harlan, the Re-
publican candldate, 138,671, The so-
clelist vote the same year wis over
40,000, and today's vote was a great
disappoiniment to the leaders of that
varty.

The new mavor will have the eity
souncll with him, but It Is very closs,
as the makeup of this body shows 38§
epublicans, 34 Democruts and 1 in-
dependent Democrat
The ordinances setiling the street
car question are carried by a good ma-

jority, The toial vote on this ques-
tlon was 165,846 for and 132,720
against.

According to the latest returns at
midnight the only Democrat outside of
aldermen elected was John E. Trager,
Democratie  candidate for city treas-
